- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

1 . History and Status of Case

2. Status of Claims and Prior Art Rejections 

a. Claims 1-8 are pending. 

b. Claims 1, 3-5, and 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Love et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,363,412) in view of Birchler et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,440,582). 

c. Claims 2-4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Love in view of Birchler and LaRosa et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,323,421). 

3. Features of Independent Claim 1 (See also independent claim 5) 
comparing the error estimate representing the erroneousness of the signal path 

generated with a predetermined threshold value; and 

recognizing the reception of the interfering signal if the error estimate is greater than 
the predetermined threshold value 
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4. Traversal of Rej ection 

a. Birchler does not disclose the above limitations 

i. Birchler discloses determining a carrier to interference plus noise 
[C/(I+N)] ratio (col. 3, lines 7-22) 

ii. Birchler is not concerned with erroneousness of a generated signal path 

iii. By merely teaching the C/(I+N) ratio, Birchler teaches away from 
Applicant's claimed invention. 

b. If a person of ordinary skill combined the teachings of Love and Birchler, then 
the modified Love system would employ a ratio of the average signal power of the desired 
portion of the received signal and the average signal power of the undesired portion of the 
received signal. 

c. Therefore, the claims are patentable and are in condition for allowance. 

5. Discussion and Agreement 
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
